In  a recent  isaue  of  the  Missisaippi  Bap- 
tist, Brp.'G.  P.  Clarke  gives  a brief  history 
of  the  >)ecatur  Church,  the  county  seat  of 
Newton.  It  is  quite  interesting,  claiming  to 
be  the  Eldest  in  East  Mi»sis»i|»pi,  organized 
m Mar-lh,  J836.  It  waa  originally  located  a 
few  miles  out.  as  Knon  church. 

The  ^irst  church  of  this  city  was  organ- 
ized as.Oakey  Valley,  in  1839,  about  two 
miles  eist  of  Meridian,  and  was  moved  to 
the  city  in  1854,  seven  years  only  before  the 
town  whs  incorporated  Baptist*  then  had 
the  prominence,  and  in  1865  started  the  first 
Sunday  Sehpol,  and  soon  after  the  first  fe- 
male college.  They  are  still  in  the  lead  in 
the  matter  of  churches  having  eight  white, 
including  the  suhurlm,  arid  14  colored. 

Highlhnd  Church,  organized  in  1890,  is  the 
weakest  in  numbers,  ssvfr  104,  but  has  a 
Bible  Sdhool  graded  and  fully  equipped,  156 
strong.  The  prayer  meeting  ha*  averaged 
one-fifth  of  the  membership  in  regular  at- 
tendance and  pay*  its  pastor’s  salary.

In  our  geueral  missionary  work  our  plana 
! contemplated  the  raising  of  the  following 
j amounts:  S.  M..  $31  0«*G  II.  M . >{1,000, 
F.  M . $1W«(M0,  making  all  told  $100^000.  We 
raised  for  F.  M.  before  the  Convention  $37, 
j 575  to  which  we  have  added  on  account  of 
the  debt  on  Foreign  Mission  Board  $1,105.53, 
making  for  Foreigu  Missions  $3tvKtil  12  and 
for  Home  Missions  wc  gave  $29,H^’7  15  While 
this  work  was  going  on.  State  Missions  was 
patiently  waiting  its  inning.  Mission 
I ehurehes  dependent  for  part  of  their  sup- 
1 port  on  State  Missions,  joined  the  inarching 
I columns  in  the  interests  of  these  causes.  1’as- 
I tors  whose  salaries  were  iu  part  and  some- 
I times  almost  wholly  paid  by  State  Missonis, 
were  working  for  these  two  great  causes 
along  with  the  stronger  ehurehes.  The  sec- 
retary gave  his  attention  to  the  same  work 
and  to  do  otherwise  , would  not  have  been 
faithful  to  the  work  of  the  denomination.  A 
few  ehurehes  that  had  marked  out  certain 
quarters  for  missions,  sent  some  money  to 
State  Missions  The  proportion  for  State 
Missions  is  far  behind  If  we  meet  the  fig 
tires  agreed  on.  there  must  be  giving  at  least 
like  that  for  Home  Missions  by  our  churches 
W e need  now  to  go  to  the  Convention  free 
of  debt  close  to  $20,000  from  our  churches 
What  of  the  prospect?  First  of  all,  God 
has  given  magnificent  crops,  both  of  cot- 
ton and  corn,  while  the  smaller  crops  of 
j frui*  stuffs  are  abundant  The  boll  weevil 
so  far  as  I have  been  abb  to  learn,  has  not  I 
been  ns  destructive  as  was  feared.  Certain- 
ly every  outward  factor  is  inviting.  Will 
we  make  a campaign  in  the  churches  as  vig- 
orous an<r  insist  on  ns  liberal  giving  to  the 
work  of  building  up  our  ow  n as  we  have  done 
in  helping  the  work  away  from  home?
